True Inwardness of the Pacific Mail

AN ATTEMPT TO CAPTURE GEN. LETONIA

saw Fraworsco, Oal., Aug. 81.—A Panama 
steamer brings a story which shows the true 
inwardness of the attempt by President Ezeta 

of Salvador to seize five Salvadorian refugees 
onthe Pacific Mail steamer Oity of Panama 
in La Union and to confiscate the vessel 
when this scheme failed. The cable brought 
an outline of the story, but it gave no reasons 
for the attempted seizure, which was pre- 
cisely a similar case to the Barrundia affair, 
except that in this case Salvador was the ag- 
gressor and tried to capture the exiles whom 
president Egeta hated. The leader among 
he five refugees on board the City of Panama 
was Gen. Letonia. He, with others, bought 
tickets at Corinto, Nicaragua, for San Jose 
de Guatemala. Gen. Letonia has spent five 
years in exile in Nicaragua. Ezeta’s animos- 
ity against him is dus to the fact that when 
Commander-in-Chief of the Salvadorian 
Army Letonia ordered 100 lashes laid on the 
back of Ezeta, then a private in the arny. 
EZETA’S WRATH. 

Hernandez Ayala and Rivas, the other Sal- 
vadorian refugees, have all incurred the 
wrath of Ezgeta, Ayala being the President 
legally elected, and whom Ezeta forced out 
by intrigues, and Rivas being the nephew of 
the General who last year headed the unsuc- 
cessfal revolt against Ezeta. Brannan, the 
fifth refugee, is an American contractor, who 
became mixed up in Salvadorian politics. 
When the vessel reached La Union the Com- 
mandant of the Port came out with thirteen 
heavily armed soldiers inalaunch. Capt. 
White only permitted the Commandant to 
board the vessel. Then the officer made a 
formal demand for the surrender of Letonia.

PERSONAL LIBERTY IN GERMANY. 


BERLIN LIQUOR DEALERS OPPOSED TO 120 
POSED RESTRICTIONS OF THE TARIFF. 

BERLIN, Aug. 81.—The liquor dealers of Ber- 
lin are combining in opposition to the 
proposed law restricting the sale of liquor, 
end especially the law requiring them to 
sell food when they sell liquor. This would 
compel all of them to go into the restaurant 
business, which is already overdone in Ber- 
Uu, as the Germans prefer to eat at home. 
The clauses as to age and selling to drunk- 
ards are also considered obnoxious on the 
ground that a dealer cannot readily tell the 
age of a customer, or whether he is a drunk- 
ard. The whole measure is considered in the 
line of teetotal legislation, and as imposing 
restrictions obnoxious to German ideas of 
personal liberty. The advocates of the be 
claim that drunkenness is increasing in Ber- 
lin, that increasing instances of juvenile 
intoxication have been observed and that 
some restriction is necessary to abate the 
evil.

AN ABJECT APOLOGY. 


TURKEY YIELDS TO RUSSIA’S DEMANDS RE- 
SPECTING THE DARDANELLES. 

LONDOR, Aug. 81.—The Standard’s Constan- 
tinople correspondent says: ‘‘The Sultan has 
yielded to all Russia’s demands respecting 
the Dardanelles, which henceforth will be 
opened to Russian vessels when closed to 
others. The Sultan has abjectly apologized 
for the recent detention of a Russian vessel, 
and has dismissed the officers responsible 
therefor, and has promised an indemnity 
forthwith.’’ 

UNEASY FEELING IN LONDON, 

This morning’s Constantinople correspond- 
ence of the Standard creates a somewhat 
uneasy feeling in the city. While the dispatch 
is rather vague, not specifying to what 
classes of Russian vessels the Dardenelies 


is to be a free and unquestioned 
passage way, the consensus of 
intelligent opinion is that Turkish 


abnegation has not gone further than to 
withdraw its last objection to the free in- 
coming and outgoing of the vessels of the 
volunteer transport fleet.

The war indemnity due by the 
Ottoman Government to Russia is once more 
proved an excellent investment for the 
creditor, and while conservative Englishmen 
are satisfied to await developments, the more 
impatient are beginning to speculate whether 
or not the time is at hand when Russia will 
force Turkey to refrain from any attempt 


whatever to prevent a concen - 
tration of Russian and French 
war ships in the Mediterranean. 


However this may be, it is certain that the 
mendatory, not to say insolent, demands of 
the Russian Government upon the Porte are 
suggestive that the understanding between 
France and Russia is much more explicit and 
far-reaching than was twenty-four hours 
ago supposed to be the case.

The Fugitive President of Chili Striving 
to Escape. 


HE WILL BE SHOT IF CAPTURED BY THE 
REBELS. 


Mob Law Ruled After the Fall of Santiago 
~Balmaceda’s House Pillaged and 
Burned—Destruction of Property at 
Valparaiso—The Real Director of the In- 
surgent Army—About Peru. 


VALPARAISO, Aug. 81.—Interest now centers 
in the flight of Balmaceda and the probability 
of his escape toa foreign land. It is known 
that he will attempt to join Capt. Carlos 
Moraga, commander of the warship Condell, 
and on board that ship try to make for 
Montevideo or Buenos Ayres. From either 
of those points he could take ship for Europe. 
The latter city will likely be his destination 
as itis there he has stored the $1,000,000 in 
silver bars stolen from the Chillan treasury. 
He will be perfectly safe should he reach the 
asylum ofa foreign vessel. It is thought bere 
that Balmaceda may not be able to get hold of 
the treasuer, since it has become known that 
he isa fugitive and his power utterly broken. 

Should the fugitive President be overtaken 
there is but one fate instore for him. He 
would be shot by the insurgent soldiery. In 
the present state of feeling attempts on the 
part of the leaders of the constitutional par- 
ty to prevent this would prove futile. 
Knowledge. of this fact lends wings to the 
fugitive. American naval officers here say 
the insurgents owe their success in great 
measure undoubtedly tothe skill and experi- 
ence of Col. Korner, who was brought from 
Germany by the Chilian Government as in- 
structor in modern warfare, but who 
quarreled with the Balmacedans and gave 
his services to the opposition. 

Valparaiso has witnessed frightfnl scenes of 
violence since the evacuation of Balmaceda’s 
troops. A mob of laborers, occupied with 
nothing better than mischief, united with a 
rabble of deserters from the Government 
and set on fire and looted many buildings on 
the outer ends ofthe city belonging to Bal- 
maceda’s partisans. Fourteen fires raged 
all Saturday night but are now under con- 
trol. Two million dollars worth of property 
was destroyediby the incendiary mob.The city 
rang all night with rife reportsand Sunday 
morning the bodies of about 20 rioters and 
pitlagers littered the streets. All the battles 
that have been fought have been marked by 
fiendish cruelty to prisoners and horrible 
treatment of the dead. 

The bodies of the Balmacedan Generals, 
Barbosa and Alcerroca, who fell m the hot- 
test part of the engagement, were frightfully 
mutilated. 

American, British, French and German 
marines form strong guards at the foreign 
residences. A volunteer civic guard, com- 
posed of members ofthe foreign colony, has 
been enrolled, and order is now fully restored. 
The marines and guards are still on duty. 


AFTER SANTIAGO’S FALL. 


MOBS PILLAGE AND BURN BALMACEDA’S HOUSE 
AND OTHER BUILDINGS. 

New York, Aug. 31.—The news from Chili 
grows in interest as the closing events in the 
revolutionary struggle are told. A cable- 
gram from Valparaiso gives a graphic pict- 
ure of the scenes in Santiago immediately be- 
fore andafter itssurrender tothe insurg- 
ents. After Valparaiso had been formally 
turned over to Gen. Canto’s troops. and the 
news spread that Balmaceda was no longer 
in power, the enmity of the populace to his 
government was manifested by mob spirit. 

The cry was raised that the President 
should be killed, anda mob started for his 
house. It grewin numbers and fury as it 
went through the streets, and by the time it 
reached the Executive Mansion, was ripe for 
any bloody deed. Short shrift would have 
been allowed to the President had he 
been caught. The bioodthirsty fury of the 
mob was balked. Then the mob started for 
revenge found vent in the application of the 
torch. Soon Balmaceda’s house was a mass 
of Games. Before it had been destroyed the 
mod marched off to the house of Senor Goday, 
the ex- Minister of the Interior, and an ardent 
Balmacedist, and fired his house. Then the 
residences of Balmaceda’s mother, Gen. 
Barabos, who was killed at the battle of Pla- 
cia, Senors McKenna and Eastman, the 
Goverument newspaper offices and the 
houses of several prominent officials were 
burned to the ground. The city was panic-

CHILI’S NEIGHBORS. 


HOW WILL PERU STAND WITH THE NEW GOVERN: 
MENT?—AS TO BOLIVIA. 

London, Aug. 31.—The Grace Peruvian in- 
terests have been greatly strengthened by 
the news from Chill, as the English bond- 
holders hope and expect that they will now 
be able to keep a firm hold not only on Lima, 
but also at Santiago. It was feared by the 
English parties interested that in the event 
of Balmaceda’s success be might turn over 
the vast and profitable nitrate interests to 
Americans to the detriment of Europeans, 
thus causing a loss of several millions a year 
to England. All this now being swept aside, 
the consequent relief and rejoicing are very 
great. 

There is much speculation on this side the 
ocean as to what course Peru will pursue now 
that the Con arein power. Dur- 
ing the contest Peru gave what comfort she 
could to the revoluionists while maintaining 
a position of neutrality. This was not be- 
cause the northern country loved the men 
who were fighting against the government, 
but because the revolutionists were the under 
dog in the fight, and aiding them meant a 
greater fight, a greater drain on the Chilian 
treasury, and more enemies of Peru would 
bite the dust. 

Ever since the war which robbed her of vast 
valuable territory Peru has been willing to 
again try conclusions with her neighbor on 
the south, and now that the war is practi- 
cally over will Peru maintain her attitude of 
friendship toward the victors? Those who 
know the situation say no, for those men now 
represent the power in Chin. Iquique, with 
its valuable revenue from nitrate shipments, 
belonged to the northern country priortothe 
war, and it has been made the base of opera- 
tions by the insurgents. Peruvians want 
their flag to again float over that city and the 
coast it controls. 

Asto Bolivia, her course during the re- 
bellion has insured peace for her if she 
evinces no disposion to recover her lost ter- 
ritory.

THE REPORTED ROBBERY OF THE BANK OF 


ENGLAND. 

Lorpor, Aug. $1.—A dispatch from Genoa 
which arrived last night is creating a sensa- 
tion in newspaper offices and elsewhere. It 
states thatan Englishman, name unknown, 
calied at the office of a money changer, Sig. 
Ghisoli, and asked him to change a £1,000 
Bank of England note. #ig. Ghisoll, fearing 
that the note might have formed 
part of a recent Bank of Eng- 
land robbery to the extent ot 
£20,000, took Gown a list ot the numbers of 
the stolen notes inorder to compare them 
with that of the note offered. When he did 
thisthe Englishman walked out and disap- 
peared, leaving the £1,000 note behind him. 
The Genoise police are looking for him and 
have already notified the police authorities 
in London. This isthe frst public informa- 
tion here that sucha robbery had occurred 
and the Scotland Yard officials, so faras can 
be discovered, either profess ignorance of such 
robbery, or Gecline to commit themselves. 
Newspaper editors are much concerned at 
the possibility that a great sensation bas 
Deen kept secret hitherto bythe bank om 
clals and the detective police, as nothing 
whatever is publicly known hereof sucha 
robbery. It is, however, considered possibile 
that the dispatch from Genoa may refer to 
the theft of a satchel from the Bank of Scot- 
land containing £9,000. Yet this took place 
six months ago, while the telegram describes 
the Bank of England robbery as of recent oc- 
currence and sets the figure at £250,000,

THEY DON’T AGREE. 


Conflicting Opinions of Alliance Leaders 
as to the Third Party. 


LEADERS OF BOTH FACTIONS HAVE 
THEIR SAY ON THE SUBJECT. 


Editor Morton Insists That the Sub-Treas- 
ury Advocates Are Working for the In- 
dorsement of the People’s Party, and 
Editor Dines Makes a Denial—Echoes 
From the Late Convention.

The convention elected a sub- 
treasury and third party man for President, 
and all but one or two of the other officers se- 
lected entertain the same views as 
Leverett Leonard, Hall’s successor.

WILL CONTINUE THE FIGHT. 

A Post-DIsPpaTca representative this morn. 
ing saw Mr. George B. Morton, the editor and 
proprietor of the Journal of Agriculture, the 
late organ of the Missour!

If it had been 
adopted trouble would certainly have fol 
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Leonard, and they succeeded. Some of the 
methods employed to defeat Wollard were 
atrocious. One of the stories they circu- 
lated was that I had sent a circular 
letter to every county urging that 
none but Democrats be selected as delegates. 
This did Mr. Wollard much harm aud helped 
considerably to bring about his defeat. When 
this matter was brought before the conven- 
tion Mr. Wollard denounced it as a falsehood. 
It was then too late, however, to undo the 
mischief.

TWO WORKMEN NARROWLY ESCAPE 
WITH THEIE LIVES 


One of Them Has the Hair Burned From 
His Head— The Origin of the Fire Un- 
known—Thought to Have Started in 
the Boiler-Room-—The Loss and insur 
ance. 


The St. Louis Saw Mill at Second aud An- 
gelrodt streets, employing 100 men, was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire this morning,entall- 
ing a loss of $30,000. At 6:5 a. m. an 
alarm was turned in for, the fre 
from box 842, at the corner of 
Broadway and Buchanan. The 8’s, 19's, 
26’s and 20’s responded. When the engines 
reached the millit was completely wrapped 
in flames and Niedringhaus’ rolling mill 
across Angelrodt street had caught. A sec- 
ond alarm was immediately turned in bring- 
ing out the 9’s, 18's, 1278 and 18’s. 

The sawmill, a one-story structure, was 
Goomed, and the efforts of the department 
were directed to saving the Niedringhaus 
rolling-mill and preventing the fire from 
spreading. The grounds of the sawmill oc- 
cupy the square bounded by Angelrodt, Sec- 
ond, Hall and Buchanan streets and a 
large amount of hardwood logs were stored. 
The estimated amount runs up into milhons 
of feet. These were all saved. The Nied- 
ringhaus mill escaped with a slight scorch- 
ing on the south gable. The building caught 
fire on the inside once, but lines 
of hose were run in and the 
flames checked. The fact that the foundry 
is supplied with a well —— Apparatus 
for extinguishing fre which was brought 
into use aided largely in saving the building.

NOVEL WEATHER SIGNALS. 


Railway Locomotive Whistles to Sotnd 
the Coming Changes. 

WasuiIncros, D. C., Aug. 81.—The Weather 
Bureau ts endeavoring to establish a novel 
system of weather forecasts. Already the 
principal railroads of the country have 
adopted the plan of disseminating weather 
predictions by displaying signal flags on 
trains, and the bureau hopes to extend this 
system by having locomotives give the sig- 
nals by means of their whistles. Prof. Har- 
rington, the Chief of the Weather Bureau, 
has asystem of whistle combina 
tions by means of which persons living at a 
distance from the can receive the 
forecasts. By repeating each combination a 
few times, withan intervul of ten seconds 
between, possibilities of error in reading the 
forecasts will be avoided, such as may arise 
from variable winds or failure to hear the 
warning signal. 

As the weather forecasts are telegraphed 
daily toalarge number of stations of the 
Weather Bureau, to railroads, etc., 
rious sections of the Country, there are many 
small towns which may obtain them by tele- 
phone, freeof expense; they may also be 
obtained from the ly * — Those 
desiring to display or sound the signals, and 
who are not able to obtain the forecasts as 
above, can communicate direct with the di- 
rector of the State weather bureau, and if it 
isimpfacticable for the Uuited States to 
bear the expense of transmission they will be 
furnished ai the regular commercial rate and 
sent collected.

The Postmaster Refutes the Accusations, 
and the Congressman Explains the 
Distribution of Certain Campaign 
Photographs—Improved Postal Serv- 
ioe in the City. 


The evening Tribune devoted two entire 
pagesand a portion of a third page of its 
Sunday edition yesterday to the complaints 
of Fred Zepp against the management of the 
St. Louis Pust-office and the laudation of 
Mr. Zepp’s work during that gentieman’s 
connection with the Post office. 

It seems that Mr. Zepp was Directory clerk 
of the Post-office for sixteen years, and that 
his duty was to find the correct addresses of 
persons to whom carelessly directed letters 
were intended to be sent. He was discharged 
from the service last April ostensibly on the

O’Nelll’s political canvass last fall. Accord- 
ing to Zepp a lot of printed circu- 
lars announcing a Democratic. meeting 
in O’Nelll’s district were placed in 
a St. Louis sub-post-office without the pro- 
payment of postage, and were delivered on a 
telephone order, supposably from the main 
office. Then a number of postal employes 
were set to work stamping photographs 
of O'Neill in the main - office, 
which Mr. O' Nein should have stamped 
himself. Mr. Harlow is also 
accused in the article of urging Gen. Cole - 
man, 1885 in when the latter was Superintend- 
ent of the mals, to report to the Govern- 
ment postal inspector that Rodney D. Wells 
was not qualified for the position of post- 
master, thus showing his disloyalty to the 
chief. 

When Mr. Harlow’s attention was called to 
the Zepp charges this afternoon he said that 
that wasthe first he had heard of them, 
not having seen or heard of the two-page 
letter in the German paper. If 
there was any foundation for the 
charges, he didn’t know it. Nothing of the 
kind had ever been done for Mr. O'Neill with 
his knowledge. As to the Coleman matter, 
Mr. Zepp’s memory must bea great deal bet- 
ter than his (Harlow’s), as he had no 
recollection of ever having had any such 
conversation with Gen. Coleman. Mr. Zepp 
must be mistaken or must have been misin- 
formed as to that,as also as regards the 
cause of his discharge. There was no political 
pool that he knew of, and neither politics nor 
personal reasons had anything to do with 
Mr. Zepp’s discharge. He never heard 
anything against Mr. Zepp socially or mor- 
ally and had no feeling against him. His 
only reason for discharging him was a desire 
to further the best interests of the postal 
service. He wasn't doing his work satisfac- 
torily and he gave his place toa man who 
proved to be a much more capable man. 
That was all there was in it. 

Mr. Devereaux, Assistant Superintendent 
of Mails, was called into Mr. Harlow’s private 
room and asked if he knew anything in re- 
gard tothe two charges in relation to fur- 
thering Congressman O’Nelll’s canvass in the 
fall of 1890 and Mr. Devereaux said that 
he could throw some light on one 
of the charges, but as to the 
other he knew nothing. Mr. O Nein 
brought a lot of his photographs to the Post- 
office addressed to his constituents, and 
asked Mr. Grogan for the use ofa table on 
which tostamp them, and the permission 
was granted, just as similar favors had been 
granted any number of other citizens. Rather 
than send them back home with their 
mail matter to stamp there, they were al- 
lowed to stampit in the Post-offlee. Mr. 
O’Nelll was accorded this favor on one single 
occasion andaman named Madden, in his 
own employ, put the stamps on. If any of 
the employes of the Post-office helped him he 
didn’t know it, and he was pretty certain 
that he would have heard of it, if such had 
been the case. 

CONGRESSMAN O'NEILL TALKS. 

Congressman -elect O’ Neill was asked about 
the charges later, and he said there was no 
truth whatever in regard to one of them, and 
as to the latter, it was partially true. He did 
send off a lot of his photographs and 
have them stamped at the Post-office, 
but the stamping was done by his own clerk. 
There might have been a few of them 
stamped by post-office employes, but as to 
that he couldn't say. He had done 
a good deal for most of the 
carriers, and there wasn’t probably 
one but would help him if he could do so 
without neglecting his duties elsewhere. If 
and of the carriers licked any of his stamps 
on, they did it without neglecting their 
duties to Uncle Sam. 

In regard to statements in Zepp’s letter 
that the collection and delivery service under 
Mr. Harlow has become very bad, the Post- 
master claims that its efficiency has been 
very materially increased.

THE UNION PACIFIC. 


Important Developments Expected This 
Week— Effect on Wall Street. 

New Yor, Aug. 31.—Important develop- 
ments in the affairs of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road are expected this week, says the Nes. 
A meeting of the recently appointed finan- 
clering committee, of which J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan is the head, will be held to-day or 
to-morrow in this city. It is probable that 
the outcome of the meeting may be of greater 
significance than the mere putting into ef- 
fect of the scheme for carrying the floating 
debt. The rumors that the Vanderbilts are 
to take control of the property are received 
with serious consideration in Wall street, 
where J. Pierpont Morgan’s close relations 
with the Vanderbilts are duly appreciated. 
It is well known that when the Gould- 
Dillon contingent first approached Mr. 
Morgan with a request for aid in 
straightening out the finances of the Union 
Pacific Co., they met with a chilling recep- 
tion. When finally Mr. Morgan consented to 
take charge of the scheme for temperartly 
disposing of the $19,000,000 of floating debt, it 
transpired that he had exacted concessions 


property. Asthe story goes now, President 
Dillon will soon be succeeded by a man 
identified with the Vanderbilt interests, and 
General Manager S. H. H. Clark, Mr. Gould’s 
able first lieutenant, will also retire to make 
room for a Vanderbilt man.
